Here the hundreds of dwell­ 
ings surmounted by wooden, shin­ 
gle, roofs made easy work for the 
flames, and the spread was with 
marvelous rapidity. 
A few houses 
in the burned district still stood 
as monuments to the foresight of 
the builders, as in practically ev­ 
ery instance these dwellings were 
covered with non-inflamable roofs. 
This will call to the minds of 
many the close call we had recent­ 
ly to a similar experience when 
the Italian Catholic v'hurch burn­ 
ed.

all three railroad outlets.

Texas has swelled streams to overflowing and resulted in­ 
directly in the death of Little McMahan of Dale, who was 
drowned in a creek in which his automobile stalled early 
today. His death is th e fourth since yesterday, when two 
little girls were drowned near Sweetwater.

roughs of Lubbock, a business man, was killed by light­ 
ning. Austin reports said the deluge in Central Texas had 
reached eight inches.

RECLAMATION ASSN. PROTEST TO ADVERSE 


UNFAVORABLE REPORT MADE ON 
FLOOD CONTROL ALONG BRAZOS 


Various Grounds on Which Adverse Conclu­ 
sion* Are Based In Detailed Report From Of­ 
fice of United States Engineers at Galveston 
-Flood Control is Behind Movement. 


JU he remembered that The Eagle recently car­ 
ried a press dispatch, chronicling the adverse report of 
the U. S. Army Engineers, who had been instructed by 
Congress to advise as to the practicability of flood control 
on the Brazos and other streams.

AUSTIN, April 
..—That 4,000 
sticks of dynamite have been used 
by the city of Tyler in ditching 
work done for the purpose of ef­ 
fectually draining the swamp lurid 
as a part of its mosquito control 
program, I* the report received 
by the state board of health from 
A. IL Curtis, Jr., city sec.-tress. 
This work was done under the di­ 
rection of Messrs. Outfield 
and 
Allen of the I. 
Dupont 
de Ne­ 
mours Co., and it is estimated that 
5.000 more feet of ditching will 
be necessary. 
M innow H atchery. 
Activities in systematic mosqui- 
o control programs have also star­ 
ed In a number of other cities Bo­ 
urdis g to advices received by the 
board. This work at Hillsboro will 
be under the direction of S. W. 
Franks, 
and 
approximately 
500.00 has been budgeted to carry 
on the campaign. A minnow hatch­ 
ery is maintained by this city for 
the purpose of 
stocking 
nearby 
ponds and streams. 
Knapsack oil 
sprayers are 
also 
used, 
waste 
crankcase oil 
being 
supplied by 
local garages for 
spraying pur­ 
poses. 
Beaumont is another 
city that 
maintains its own minnow hatch­
